METHOD OF FINANCING 

There is no necessity of running 
into high brackets in costs. May I 
submit what seems a most feasible 
plan under the circumstances, ac- 
cording to the Benevolent Societies 
Act and in keeping with the Act 
respecting Homes for the Aged or 
infirm persons: 

A board could be elected by citi- 
zens or appointed by a municipal 
council and given power to apply 
for a charter to issue units or shares 
similar to that of a joint stock com: 
pany, Each church or organized so- 
ciety could decide as to the number 
of shares or unity they wished to 
be responsible for and maintain; 
also individuals could) assume a 
omparatively small number of the 

hares as they wish, 

Since the old age pension is now 
S50 there would be no extra cost 
from that angle.

Dairying Industry 
Aids Conservation 

Dairying might be said to have 
started with the domestication of 
cattle some 10,000 years ago. There 
are many Biblical references to 
dairying practices such as cheese 
making by nomadic tribes as they 
roamed from pasture to pasture 
With their herds. Early in the dawn 
of history green pastures became 
the symbol of stability and the 
goal of security for mankind en.
